BARNEY'S BLUNDER.

Wasuinoroxs, D. C., April 21.—Osaulfield’s 
Committee has probably stirred up a very lively 
hornet’s nest in its bungling efforts to convict 
the President of ordering an illegal use of the 
Secret Service fund of the Department of Jus- 
tice. The gigantic election frauds which were 
formerly perpetrated in the City of New York ia 
the interest and under the direction of the Tam- 
many Ring have never been seriously denied or 
defended even by the Democrats themselves. 
The whole subject has been one which Demo- 
cratic politicians have studiously avoided, and no 


one supposed that by any blunder of a Demo- 


cratic investigating Committee the history of 
these frauds would again be brought out and 
spread upon the record of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. But this seems to be just what 
Caulfield’s Committee is doing. After a brief 
and vecy superficial investigation, in which the 
Committee obtained sutficient infermation to 
bave given it a clue to the whole matter, the 
Committee, seemingly without stopping to in- 
quire whether any law had been actually violat- 
ed or not, allowed the 

MOST SENSATIONAL AND ONE-SIDED REPORT 
of its proceedings to be printed. The result was 
that within twenty-four hours Davenport, Chief 
Supervisor of Elections at New York, was on his 
way to Washington , bringing with him not only 
vouchers and receipts for the money spent, but 
also the voluminous papers and documents 
showing the extent of the election frauds form- 
_ erly perpetrated in New York, sod the manner 
in which they were checked, and, to some ex- 
tent at least, prevented. Davenport's examina. 
tion was begun by the Committee this afternoon 
in open session. Caulfield, the Chairman of the 
Committee, Yonducted the inquiry with very 
little show of courtesy to the witness, who 
seemed to have nothing to conceal, and 
not only the substance of many of his 
questions, dut the manner in which 
they were put, was such as to be almost offen- 
sive.

AE INVITES THE INVESTIGATORS TO PROCEED.

Wasurneron, D. C., April 21.—Secretary Bris- 
tow to-day called on the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee to investigate the case of the bark Mary 
Merritt, and requested that he would make the 
inquiry special, aod push it as rapidly as possible 
consistent with thoroughness, and have it con- 
ducted with open doors.

Hanscom no sooner heard of the nomination, 
and of the desire among the Repifdlican 
politicians to get md of it, than he 
posted to Caleb Cushing, and asked if there was 
not some obsolete law which prevented an im- 
porter from holding office in the Treasury De- 

artment. — at once found it, and 
anscom procured its insertion in an evening 
paper. That night tne special correspondents 
telegraphed it all over the country, while copies 
of the law were placed in the hands of the 
Senators. 

Stewart had been so confident of his confirma- 
tion that be had engaged a suite of apartments 
in the Ebbitt House, over Newspaper Row, with 
a private entrance. The rooms had been fres- 
coed, painted, paperéd, carpeted, and turnished 
in the most luxurious style, and their occupant 
was not at all prepared for 

A SLIP BETWEEN THE CUP AND LIP. 
The President asked Congress to repeal the 
antiquated law, and Stewart offered to put all 
bis property into the hands of Trustees; but 
it was of no avail. The Senate insisted on the 
withdrawal of Stewart's name; aud then Gey. 
Grant sent in that of Mr. Boutwell, who had 
been designated by him originally as Secretary 
of the Interior. Stewart, terribly morvitied, re- 
turned to New York, and gave up ali politica!

STEWARTI'S LAST DINNER. 

Gov. Oglesby was one of the guests at the last 
of Stewart's famous Sunday dinners, which he 
gave for years prior to his death, mvitiug s few 
of the distioguisned strangers who happeued to 
be in the city. On this occasion there were 
present a Britisn M. P. who had been a member 
of Gladstone's Cabiuet, Gov. Oglesby, Mr. Gar- 
rett, the Baltimpre iailroad Hug, aud others 
Uurteen in alt, which Mr. Stewatt, who was ve: y 
superstitious, may have noticed. Although be 
was generally very abstemioas, he ate aud drank 
heartily, aud was in excellent spirits. When, 
afier dinver, he escorted the guests through bis 
library and picture-gailery, be was seized with a 
chill, and pat on bis batandovercoat. This was 
the beginuing of the end. Tue extensive pro- 
prietor Of land and houses, whose boast it was 
that he never sodas piece of real estate, is now 
the joint tenant of a small tomb. 

THE FUNEREAL POMP 
displaved at the interment of Mr. Stewart's re- 
mains *‘remioads me” of a humbler fuveral pro- 
cession which moved through the streets of this 
city eleven years azo yesterday morning. 
Abraham Line d erossed the river of life about 
20 minutes after 7 in the morpivg, in a «mall 
bed-room of the house opposite the theatre iv 
which he bad been assassinated. Soon alter 9 
o'clock, bis remains were borne out in an under- 
taker’s ice-box by six eoldiers, aud placed 
iu a common heartse, drawn bv eve horse. 
An American flag was thrown over tie 
co-box. waich Was uupainted ; aud 
toe six soldiers, commanded by a Corporal, feil 
into column of tbrees behind the hearse. Tho 
undertaker drove tothe Waite tiouse to make 
preperation for the reception of the remains, 
aud the bearse foilowed slowly. it atiracted 
no attention as it passed aiong,—those who 
looked at it doubtiess thinking that some pri- 
vate soldier was being taken to hie last camp- 
ing-ground, followed by a Cerporai’se guard. He 
who was ot the people’ was escorted ‘* by the 
people. without pomp or pageautry. But the 
spectacle was far graoder than the elaborate 
dis; lay which followed, when the remains were 
accompanied by an *‘enameler,” who retouched 
the hteless features whenever they were expos- 
ed to the pubiié gaze. 
THE COLORED PEOPLE'S STATUS, 

which was decicated ov Friday, is a creditable 
work of art. and Ethiopia was well represented 
in the procession which preceded the ceremo- 
nies. The battahon of light infantry, compos- 
ed cmefiy of war-veteraus, marched well; the

Those who bave seen it in Italy speak of it as 
the master piece of the eculpior, the late Hura- 
tio Stone. When Col. Baker was buried, Mr.

Wasurmoron, D. C., April 21.—Me@ Knott in- 
troduced a bill to regulate the privilege of a 
writ of habeas corpus in certain cases. Re- 
ferred. It provides that the Supreme Court 
shall have the original and exclusive jurisdiction 
to tesue a writ Of babeae corpus in all cases 
where the party shall be detained or restrained 
of his liberty by the authority, or under the or- 
ders, of either House of Congress ; that „ hen- 
ever it shall sppear by his petition that the 
party is detained or restrained of bis liberty 
by authority of either House of Congress, 
before a State or United States Judge 
or Court other than the Supreme 
Court of the United States, the writ 
shall be denied if not issued, or dismissed if issued; 
that if any such State or United States Judge, or Court 
other than the Supreme Court, award a writ of habeas 
corpus in sach cases, the Supreme Court may award a 
writ of prohibition, and that if the Supreme Court 
shall not be in session at that time, any Judge of such 
Court may take such action, with the right of appeal 
to the Supreme Court. 

Mr. Burchard (II..), from the Committee of Ways 
and Means, reported the bill eutlined yesterday con- 
cerning corporations engaged in the business of dis- 
tilling, After a good deal of discussion, the bill was 
passed. 

The Sp»aker then proceeded to call on committees 
for reports of a private character, 
RRISTOw. 

Mr. Rassen moved to reconsider the vote of yester- 
day ty which the resolution m respect to allegations 
against Secretary Bristow was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Expenditures in the Treasury Department, 
and that it be referred to the Committee on Ways and 
Means, He also moved that the investigation be pub- 


lic, 

The vote was taken separately on the latter motion, 
and there appeared to be in favor 98, to 33 against, As 
there was no Quorum voting, Mesers. Baker (Ind.) and 
Hoar ins sted that, on a matter of such importance, 
a vote should be taken by yeas and na The vote 
was so taken, and resulted—170 to 38, and then the 
original motion as amended was agreed to without a 
division, 

THE INDIAN BUREAU. 

Consideration of the bill to transfer the Indian Bu- 
reau to the War Department was resumed, Messrs. 
Townsend (N. Y.) aud Hancock favoring the bill, and 
Messers. Tufte and Eames spoke against it, The 
vail then passe i—yeas, 130; nays, 94. 

It provides that, after the ist of July next, the Seo- 
retary of War shall exercise the supervisory an ap- 
pellate powers, and possess the jurisdi tion now exer- 
cised and pose d by the Secietary of the Interior in 
relation to Indian affairs; that he ehali from time to 
time make details of army officers to admuiuister the 
affaira of the lndiau brapch of the War Depurtment; 
that the comm ging officers of the Geographie De- 
partinents shall” be ex-officio in charge of Indian af- 
fairs in their departnients, an’ eh ll make details of 
offieers, including officers dm the retired li-t, to ad- 
minister the affaire of the Indian service, and that the 
Inspector General of the Army shall discharge the du- 
ties of Inspector of Indien Affairs. The act is not to 
ve construed to atishorize an increase in the num ber, 
rank, pay, or allow.nce of army ollicors, All contracts 
for Indian supplies and transportation are to be made 
in the same manner and at the same time (where prac- 
ticable) as those for the army. All religious devomi- 
nations ere to enjoy e free aod equal right to erect snd 
maintain church and schoo! buiidiugs on Indian reser- 
vations. Individual Indians who have adopted the 
habite of civilized life may become citizens of the 
United States without forfeiting their right to their 
share of tribal property.

POISON AND THE PISTOL. 


Terrible Double Suicide in Phila- 
deiphia — Jealousy the Suppdésed 
Cause. 

Dispatch to New York Herald, 

Puttapetrat, Pa., April 19.—A terrible do- 
mestic tragedy took place in this city this morn- 
ing, rer in the death by suicide of a bus- 
band and wife under circumstances as shocking 
as they are mysterious. 

Mr. and Mrs. Peter Sohuk resided until this 
morning at No. 1602 Bouvier street, in a part 
of the city called Francisville. But little was 
known of them by the neighbors exvept that the 
man was a physician, both were emigrees from 
Prussia, and that they were apparently well-to- 
do, their house being furnished in good style 
and the doctor seeming to have a good practice. 
There was a disparity ia the ages of the two, 
the doctor being about fifty years old, and the 
wife less than twenty-four, but they seemed to 
live together, notwithstanding, in much bar- 
mony and affection. Afewof the more inti- 
mate of the neizhbors, however, say that in 
the privacy of theirown home the Doctor ex- 
hibited the most intense jealousy of his wife, 
who was a very pretty young lady. If this is true 
it is the only key that bas been found to the 
mystery surrounding the suicide of the pair. 

The facts attending the double tragedy, to 
which there was no witness, seem to be about as 
follows: 

Shortly after breakfast the doctor went into 
the front parlor, where he found his wife lying 
oo sofa suffering the most intense agony. On 
the table was a small bottie which had con- 
tained prusstio acid, and was taken from the 
doctor’s study. It was half empty, showing a 
portion of the contents bad been swallowed by 
the unfortunate woman. The doctor rushed out 
of the house and into a Mrs. Kilney’s, on the op- 
posite side ef the street, begging her, for God's 
sake, to go for a pbysician, as his wife 
had poisoned herself. The lady immediate- 
ly left to comply with the uest, and 
brought a Dr. Crandel to the house. On enterin 
the parlor, the horrible spectacle was present 
of the wife lying on the floor dead, as ‘hough 
she had rolied off the sofa, and alongside of her 
lay her husband, also dead, witn a bullet wound 
over the heart. One of his hands was pointed 
towards the wife. while between them lay a sev- 
en-shooter Derringer. 

The supposition is that soon after having re- 
quested Mrs. Kilney to go fora physician for 
his wife the doctor had returned 2 the parlor, 
sod finding his wife on the floor dead, had, in a 
moment of wuogovernmable excitement, fired 
the fatal shot which took his own 
hfe. No explanation was left to show 
the cause which induced the wife to 
poison berself. In the dining-room the break- 
fast table was stil) set, shoxing they bad par- 
taken of that meal together. A couple of let 
ters written in German were found. one of 
which was from a New York solicitor. From 
what can be ascertained there is reason to be- 
lieve that while the husband treated his wife 
with uniform kindness ip public their bickerings 
through jealousy in private were frequent. A 
brother of the lady lived with them, but, being 
employed at the Centennial grounds, was absent 
when the affair occurred.

THE NEXT GOVERNOR OF ILLINOIS. 

The State of Illinois, in point of political 
weight, stands fourth on the list of States. 
In 1870 it lacked but two electoral votes of 
an equality with Ohio, and at this time has 
far outstripped that State in population as 
well as in wealth and productive resources. 
The Governorship of a State of more than 
three millions of people is an honorable of- 
fice, and one which should be filled by a man 
of high personal character, of intellectual 
ability, and qualified by experience for an in- 
telligent, honest, and vigorous discharge of 
the duties of Governor. 

The Republican State Convention, one of 
whose duties will be the nomination of a 
candidate for Governor, has been called to 
meet in May. Ordinarily, the nomination by 
the Republican Convention will be equiva- 
lent to an election, and hence it was that 
Tae Catcaco Trisunz took occasion, some 
weeks ago, to make the suggestion that, as 
the Convention had the power to practically 
name the next Governor, it would be wise to 
select some man better fitted for the office 


present incumbent, who so assiduously seeks 
a re-election. In the nomination of a ticket 
for State officers, the person who is named at 
the head of the ticket ought to be the strong- 
est with the people, should be a first-class 
man, and known to possess theability to 
perform his official duties respectably. We 
preferred to state some of the objections to 
the nomination of Acting Gov. Brvzazmwcz 
before the meeting of the Convention than 
to postpone them until, if nominated, it 
would be too late to do so. 

The Acting Governor was never squarely 
elected Governor of the State. By private 
scheming or arrangement he was put second 
on the ticket with a man who it afterwards 
turned out was running as a candidate for the 
Senate, and not for Governor at all. It was 
by the success of this little trade or trick, 
and not by any estimate of his fitness or 
ability for the office he holds, that he became 
Governor. From the day he took the office 
down to the present, he has been industrious- 
ly electioneering for a nomination for Gov- 
ernor. His time, his eloquence, his patriotic 
services in the field, as well as his official pat- 
ronage and his personal piety, have been em- 
ployed to promote his nomination by the 
coming Convention. All the well-known 
agencies of machine-politics have been act- 


chine politician, and depends on the machine 
for success.

and more creditable to the State than the 


behind. A large proportion of the ERepub- 
licans of his own county absolutely refused 
to vote for him then, and it is possible that 
even a greater number will refuse to do so in 
1876. In 1872 he had not been Governor, 
find, of course, was not as unpopular as now; 
he had not then offended the pride of the 
State by his weak administration of the 
office, nor was he then known to be the 
feeble man, intellectually and officially, as to 
warrant the general verdict that he 
is the weakest man that ever held 
the office of Governor of Illinois. 
He had been Governor long enough to have 
enabled an ordinary man to comprehend the 
duties and powers of his office when there 
occurred in one of the southern counties a 
period of lawlessness and disorder, in which 
murder became a regular and conspicuous 
feature. For months the murder or maiming 
of one or more persons every week or few 
days took place, and, though the perpetrators 
were known, no effort was made to arrest 
them or break up the cut-throat gang. 
These crimes and outrages had .extended to 
several counties, and were so flagrant that 
the people af the Southern States, who had 
been repeatedly subjected to military rule 
under less provocation, sneerin proached 
the Federal Government for neglect to 
interpose a military force to supersede the 
confessedly inefficient State Government in 
Illinois, which had failed to suppress a 
systematic series of murder that would have 
horrified the bloodiest Ku-Klux commu- 
nity at the South It was not un- 
til Tae Carcaco Taru sent a com- 
missioner to the district, had published the 
whole history of the crimes, and had held 
the Governor directly gesponsible for its con- 
tinuance, that steps were taken to put astop to 
the assassination business. Previously he had 
got into a controversy with the demagogues 
in the Legislature, pleading that he could not 
maintain order and suppress organized crime 
because of the want of $12,000 in his eon- 
tingent fund! But Taz Tarsonz taught him 
his duty differently. 

The people of Illinois in 1872 had not 
witnessed the Governor's profligate abuse of 
the pardoning power in the cases of convic- 
tion for crimes of violence. This was «also 
exposed in IA Trrsuns, not, as alleged, to 
abuse the Governor, but in the interest of 
good government, justice, and public safety. 

He has, to promote his interests in the 
coming State Convention, made asad use of 
his patronage. His appointments as a whole 
have been with a view of constructing a 
nominating caucus, and not for the efficiency 
of the public service. It is possible that the 
machine men may succeed at Springfield 
in forcing him on the party, but 
it is equally possible that the people 
may smash the machine nomination. Such 
things are very common just now. From 
all parts of the State there is a strong objec- 
tion against the nomination of Acting-Gov- 
ernor Brvzeripcr, and a protest against the 
impolicy of forcing the people to choose be- 
tween him and some personally better and 
more competent man on the Democratic 
ticket. 

Tas OCurcaco Trreuws has been governed 
by no personal feeling in this matter. It has 
sought to make party success more certain 
by making it deserved. This paper has no 
candidate to present, but has urged that any 
of various other persons would be prefera- 
ble. The name of a President of one of the 
National Banks at Springfield has been sug- 
gested. This gentleman has served in the 
Legislaturs, and was a very respectable mem- 
ber of Congress, and has experience and 
ability. Another gentleman, President, if 
we mistake not, of a bank at Shawneetown, 
is urged by his friends. The name of Mr. 
Wasupurne has also been presented, and, 
while Tun Tarscnez did not originate his can- 
didacy, it has favored his nomination be- 
cause he is unquestionably the strongest 
man, the most favorably known, and the 
most certain to be elected. This paper is in 
no wise committed to his nomination, nor is it 
to that of any other person; Tux Tano is 
a people's paper, aad not a machine paper 
working in the interest of any particular 
office-holder or office-seeker.

THE CASE OF GEN. J. I. HEDRICK. 

Gen. J. M. Heprics, of Iowa, Supervisor 
of Internal Revenue, has published im his 
newspaper, the Ottumwa Courier, a lame 
and shambling account of his dealings in 
post-traderships. He acknowledges to hav- 
ing an interest in the profits of the posts at 
Griffin and Concho in Texas, at Fetterman 
in Wyoming, and Buford in Dakota, at Fort 
A. Lincoln and at Camp Supply, and alse at 
Fort Laramie, though he says he made noth- 
ing out of the last-named except his traveling 
expenses for two trips to and from Washing- 
ton(?). As to all these traderships, it appears 
that Heprick contributed nothing except 
political influence and cheek, the returns 
coming to him in the form of greenbacks, 
and out of the pockets of soldiers who are 
exposing their lives in Indian warfare for $12 
per month. Mr. Heprickx thinks that this is 
a purely private affair and nobody's business. 
He says that he secured the appointments, 
and, instead of conducting the business of 
post-trader, he allowed the former incum- 
bents to hold on and work off their old stocks, 
giving him a share of the profits meanwhile. 
The testimony of Mr. E. A. Rernoxps, the 
trader at Camp Supply, differs from that of 


Gen. Hepricx in an important particular, 


viz.: that he denies that it was an erdinary 
business transaction. The following is the 
Associated Press report of Mr. Rorbas 
testimony : — 

Mr. Rerxoups testified that he secured the appoint- 
ment on Sept. 17, 1870, through Gen. J. M. Habe. 
of Iowa; wee to pay him $5,000, but found the arrange- 
ment unprofitable, and altogether paid him §4,500; 
made the last payment in the latter part ef 1873, or 
early in 1873; nad paid no money to anybody else on 
account of the appointment to the post. The reason 
witness agreed to pay Hzprick $5,000 a year was be- 
cause the post-traders generally talked big figures 
about the values of posts; that they would make large 
sums of money “next year; that as these storics 
ciroulated his (Hzpxick’s) prices seemed te “ inflate,’ 
Witness’ firm had made about $10,000 a year; ao 
with Hopntek because he wanted the appointment, 
and Heprick controlled it; witness has held the post 
nearly six years, but the agreement wes dropped; if it 
bad been an ordinary business transaction witness 
would owe Heprickx about $25,000. 

It would appear from this version of the 
affair that Mr. Heprick was not a post- 
trader, but a dealer in post-traderships, or 
perhaps a blackmailer of post-traders. Mr. 
Hzprick is still, we believe, a Supervisor 
of Internal Revenue. His eminent fitness 
for the latter position is not vindicated by 
the recent disclosures. {On the contrary, it 
will be the manifest duty of his successor in 
office to investigate his transactions as Super- 
visor as closely the Committee of Congress 
have investigated his career as post-trader. 

TRE NEW SILVER BILL. 

The silver coins issued under the recent 
act to replace fractional currency are going 
off like hot cakes; and, though the exchange 
has only been in operation a couple of days, 
it is already certain that the people are re- 
joiced at the reappearance of the bright and 
handsome coin, and that they will never be 
satisfied with a return to the old shinplasters. 
But, as Tae Ta mom has already intimated, 
there is a serious danger that the provisions 
which have been made are not adequate. and 
that the silver will disappear unless there 
shall be further legislation authorizing an in- 
creased issue. In addition to the natural 
inclination to hoard it, there are other rea- 
sons for apprehending the disappearance of 
silver unless additional measures are taken to 
keep it in circulation. Either an apprecia- 
tion of the value of silver or a deprecia- 
tion in the quoted value of greenbacks 
would lead to it. Greenbacks and sil- 
ver may to-day be on a par as compared 
with gold, but there is no assurance that 
this will be so to-morrow. Silver bullion 
has already begun to rise in London (it is 
now quoted at 534 pence per ounce, and was 
as low as 52 pence) on account of the pros- 
pective demand for silver coinage in this 
country and some recent financial operations 
in India. The greenbacks are subjected to 
various broker influences, and will continue 
to rise and fall in value, as in the past, ao long 
as no provision shall. be made for their re- 
demption. So, while greenbacks and silver 
may be now worth abont 88 cants in gold, the 


former may fall to 85 or, 86 at any time, or 


the latter may rise to 90 or mare; in either 
case the brokers would buy up the silver 
coin with greenbacks and melt thé coin into 
bullion for export. At the same time the 
disposition to hoard the silver coin will in- 
erease in deference to the principle that the 
inferior currency always floats and displaces 
the superior. If there is to be a serions and 
permanent effort to keep silver in circula- 
tion (and this certainly ought to be the pur- 
pose) something more than the retirement of 
$30,000,000 or $40,000,000 fractionals must be 
accomplished. 

The proper precaution to take is the imme- 
diate passage of the bill introduced into the 
United States Senate by Senator Suzemaw 
since the Fractional Silver bill became a law. 
This new bill provides for the coining of a gil - 
ver dollar of the standard weight of 412 8.10 
grains (not the trade dollar), and makes 
them legal-tender to the amount of $20. 
The second section of the bill is as follows:

of the greenbacks, as the latter could be ex- 
changed therefor by the same easy process as 
fractional currency is now exchanged for 
silver coin; and, if the greenbacks should 
become worth more than silver, that would 
not be serious. There is a strong probability 
that both would gradually and equally appre- 
ciate. The decline of the value of silver is 
mainly owing to its demonetization in Ger- 
many. Germany bought £66,000,000 gold 
($330,000,000) for new gold coinage and 
£10,000,000 silver ($50,000,000) for new silver 
coinage. Prof. Jzvons estimates the net de- 
monetization of silver in Germany as equal to 
£40,000,000 ($200,000,000), on the theory that 
£16,000,000 of the old silver was retained. 
But the effect of this demonetization was not 
merely to depreciate the value of silver by 
throwing $200,000,000 of it on the market, 
but to appreciate the value of gold by with- 
drawing $200,000,000 gold from the market. 
The effect on silver as estimated in 
gold value was consequently about the 
same as if $400,000,000 had been add- 
ed to the stock of silver bullion, or 


equal to the product of the American mines 


for ten years. If, now, there be an American 
demand for silver for coinage amounting to, 
say, $125,000,000 (which would be equal to 
the substitution of silver for the fractional 
currency and for that amount of greenbacks 
which were to be retired gradually as the 
issue of National Bank notes increased), then 
the value of silver will be gradually enhanced 
until it will probably become worth 95 cents 
in gold. Greenbacks would go up with silver 
as long as they should remain redeemabie in 
silver. To reduce the amount of outstanding 
greenbacks to $300,000,000 by this process 
would require, perhaps, a couple of years. 
During this period there would be no con- 
traction of the currency, and at the 
end of that time the  greenbacks 
and silver would probably be worth 95 cents 
in gold, whch would add 7 or 8 per cent 

to the value of the currency, and impart con- 
fidence and stability to all classes of business, 
and these are the essential preliminary steps 
before there can be an improvement of trade 
and commerce. Greenbacks would cease to 
fluctuate and continue uncertain in value, as 
they would slowly but steadily rise in value. 
We would every day by imperceptible degrees 
be approaching resumption, and resumption 
itself would be proportionately easier and 
more practicable. 

One of the most salutary influences of this 
procedure would beeducational. The fallacy 
that irredeemable shinplasters are more 
desirable than coin for acurrency would be 
exploded once for all. The people would be- 
come familiar with coin once more and ex- 
act its substitution as a basis for our money. 
The greenbackers would not have even the 
semblance of a plea in favor of their pet 
theory. The comparative escape from the 
constant fluctuation of value in the existing 
currency and the advantage of a permanent 
gauge of values would be so impressed upon 
the American people that they would de- 
mand, and readily suggest the means for, 
absolute resumption. Every consideration, 
therefore, prompts the adoption of the bill 
Senator Suerman has introduced, or one 
materially the same in its provisions, with 
full authority to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to purchase silver bullion, coin it, and 
pay oat silver dollars in exchange for green- 
backs to be retired and canceled. 
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THE DESTINY OF TURKEY. 

Events in the record of the struggle be- 
tween the barbarian Turks and the Christian 
insurgents, and in the attitude of the three 
great Powers—Russia, Austria, and Germany 
—follow each other almost as rapidly as the 
changes in the kaleidoscope: The latest 
dispatches show that Servia is fast placing 
herself upon a war footing and sending 
amunition forward to the frontier, and that 
little Montenegro has formally declared war 
with Turkey, which still further com- 
plicates the situation, and adds to 
the gravity of the dangers by which the 
Turkish troops are surrounded between the 
mountain walls of Herzegovina. The most 
striking feature of the news, however, is the 
awkward and uncomfortable situation in 
which Germany is placed. She finds her- 
self confronted with two serious dangers, 
which may at any time break the triple alli- 
ance upon which her Emperor depends for 
the maintenance of peace and order in Eu- 
rope. On the one hand, the Russian policy 
towards the insurgents has radically changed 
of late, and will change still more after the 
abdication of the Czar and the accession of 
the Czarewitch to power, who is no admirer 
of Germany, and is opposed to the peace 
programme of his father. On the other 
hand, Austria has roused “the apprehension 
of Germany, and especially of the German 
population of Austria, by the prospect of an 
annexation of Bosniaand Servia, which would 
bring the Sclavonian population into a very 
large majority, and completely offset and 
perliaps utterly destroy German influences 
in Austria. There can be no doubt that the 
Hungarian and Croatian Austrians have long 
desired a fusion with their brethren who were 
torn from them by the Turks. Whatever 
else may eventuate from these rapidly chang- 
ing movements, one thing is certain—every 
day brings the Turks nearer to their destiny. 
The fullness of time has evidently come when 
the Turk will be driven back across the Bos- 
phorus and towards Turkistan, whence he 
originally came. It seems apparent now 
that it must be but a short time only before 
the land of the Greek Republics and the 
ancient Empire of Constantive will be 
reckoned once more among the Chris- 
tian peoples and in the fold of the Greek 
Church, after their centuries of bitter bond- 
age to the Mohammedan Turks. It will bea 


reconstruction more remarkable even than 
‘the unification of Germany or that of Italy, 


as it will reunite people who have been 
ground down by Asiatics for centuries ; will 
reestablish a religion in many countries 
which has been politically suppressed by 
Mohammedanism for four hundred years, 
and will put an end to the most despotic 
oppression and misrule the world has ever 
witnessed. The banishment of the Turk 
from Europe, and the blotting out of Turkey 
from the map of Europe, will be a blessing 
in which the whole civilized world will re- 
joice. The Turk has shown himself not only 
a cruel bigot and despot, but has proved him- 
self impervious te the spirit of reform and 

He has resisted modern civiliza- 


tion in all its developments. He is to-day 


precisely the same, except in point of 
courage, that he was when he crossed the 
Dardanelles on his wonderful career of con- 
quest. To relegate him to the Asiatic 
provinces whence he came will be one of the 
most beneficent triamphs of the nineteenth 
century. 
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Procron Knorr, Chairman of the Judialary

Court of the United States the exclusive ju- 
risdiction of issuing the writ of habeas corpus 
Whenever the party applying for such writ is 
detained or deprived of his liberty by either 
Houses of Congress. To guard against any 
infuaction of the proposed rule, Mr. Knorr 
also desires that the Supreme Court shall 
have authority to issue a writ of prohibition 
whenever any other Court shall iaterfere.

THE BUTCHERIES. 
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Sanders was identified by Mrs. Carlisle, who, to 
add te the terrors of that fearful night, was de- 
livered of a child. Her children’s testimony, 
among them a daughter nearly grown, also 
pointed to Sanders as the murder. 
WILLIAM LEACH, 
the sixth man, was white, a native of Georgia, 
about 36 years old. For a numberof years 
Leach bad been living in the Cherokee Nation, 
about 25 miles from Fayetteville, near the State 
line. In March of last year he murdered in the 
Cherokee Nation a white man named Watkins, a 
wagonmaker, just across the line in Washington 
County, in Kansas. The two had been last seen 
together near Freemans shop. Leach shot 
Watkins from behind, and then dragged the body 
to a big log near. After piling sa lot of 
wood on the top of it, he set the pile 
ov fire. Some weeks afterwards the bones of 
the murdered man were fouud and identified by 
a number of articles unconsumed. such ae a 
knife, the metal of the bow of his fiddle, which 
he bad with him at the time of his murder, etc. 
Leach aronsed the suspicion of people soon 
after Watkins’ disappearance by some very sig- 
nificant remarks, and being found in possession 
of the shoes Watkins wore on the day of his 
death, a pistel, gun, and other property recog- 
nized as belonging to the deceased. ihe mur- 
derer was unable to desto and efface all the 
evidences of his crime. aud soon a chain of 
evidence was woven around him that led to his 
trial, and conviction. 

Each and ali of the six when sent for claimed 

to be innocent. 
OZER SANDERS. 


Marsbal Fagan received yesterday word from 
quite a number of prominent Indians, notifying 
bim that the friends of Ozer Sanders would 
quit the Fort and fight the Marshal before they 
would permit him to be executed. Sanders be- 
longed to a secret organization of Cherokees, 
every member of which swears to live or die for 
his brother. Several times the friends of Sand- 
ers attempted to interfere, but they were 
promptly met by the Marshal's forces. Sanders 
made a written statement protesting his inno- 
cence. 

WILLIAM LEACH, 
a white min, made a written statement about 
his early life, but declined to say anything in 
reference to the crime for which he was hung 


to-day. 
ISHAM SEALY 

left a written statement that he was guilty. He 
said he killed Finney’s horse about midnight 
one night, and found the old man in bed. He 
called at the door, and Finney admitted him, 
when he took an ax and hit him on the head. 
He did not die at once, and be cut his throat 
with a knife and then stuck the «nife in his 


back and left it there. 

GIBSON ISHTONUBBEE, 
who was convicted of the crime with Isham 
Sealy. He said he killed the colored woman, 


the cook of Finney. 

Orpheus McGee left a statement in which he 
admitted that be was guilty of the crime 
charged. He was 23 years old and joined the 
Presbyterian Church. 

DOLAN. 
HE SLEEPS SUBTERRANEOUSBLY. 
Special Dispatch te The Chicago 1 ribune. 

New York, April 21.—The execution of John 
Dolan for the murder of James H. Noe took 
place to-day in a most orderly and unecit- 
ing manner. He maintained his composure, and 
protested his innocence to the last, but he was 
purple and cold for hours before the execution. 
Io consequence of the fact that be was con- 
victed on purely circumstantial evidence, he has 
had two or three reprieves, and made applica- 
tions for a new trial, which were denied. The 
evidence was of the most complete and con- 
vincing character, and Dolan was probably the 
only man in the city who had any doubts of his 
guilt. He was of the worst character of New 
York roughs, and bad been guilty of many crimes. 
He was so familiar to the police that he was 
recognized from the descriptions given ef him 
by the dying victim, and arrested on sight. 
Many persons have been led by Dolan'e protes- 
tations ef innocence to believe that he was 
wrongly condemned. These doubts are not 
shared by the Tombs o ra, who were mostly 
familiar with the prisoner. His reputation 
among them is that of a 

PHENOMENAL LIAR. 
They seem to think he could not speak the truth 
if be really were innocent. He owes his death 
to the treachery of his tongue. The 
circumstances attending the crime were 
peculiarly atrocious. On the morning of the 
22d dt August, 1875, Mr. James H. 
Noe was found gagged and tied in his brusb- 
factory, No. 275 Greenwich street. His skall 
was fractured, and he died a fewjdave afterward 
in the Chambers Street Hospital. He had dis- 
covered a burglar in kis warerooms, and had 
fought with him. The robber struck bim down 
with an iron bar, bound him band and foot, and 
then brutally denied bis prayer for a drink of 
water te cool his parched throat. 
HIS OBDURACY. 

Delan wae sentenced to die in December with 
three negro murderers, but was respited at the 
eleventh hour. It is difficult te account for 
the apparent indifference concerning his 
own fate exhibited by Dolan during the 
last few hours of his life on 
any other theory than that he secretly believed 
that he who had eecaped death so often and so 
narrowly would escape it yet once again. He 
received the intelligence of Gov. Tiiden’s final 
determination to ailow the law to take its course 
with the greatest composure, simply remarking 
that the case would have been different if be had 
been a rich man. Last evening, after he had 
been told that his execution was inevitable, he 
still preserved an outward appearance of perfect 
calm. He even affected joviality. He talked in- 
cessantly,—sometimes about himself, some- 
times about other persons. some- 
times about such matters of daily 
occurrence as were tikely to interest a maa of 
low and vulgar instincts. He smoked incessant- 
Iv and furiously, this being indeed toe only sign 
of mental anxiety given by him. in his inter- 
view with his wife and mother he alone was un- 
moved. He had got to die, he said. What was 
the use of making a fuss about it? When bis 
friends left him, he still continued to talk and 
smoke. He seldom alluded to his approaching 
death, unless to protest his innocence or refer 
to the case of some wealthier murderer who 
had escaped the gallows. 

OUTSIDE THE TOMBS. 

The knowledge of an impending execution 
within the precincts of the Tombs has an ex- 
traordinary fascination for the inhabitants of 
the siums. No matter what kind of weather 
may prevail,—hot or cold, wet or diy,—the 
thieves, drunkards, and idlers of the Sixth 
Ward leave their foul nests on ‘* banging-morn- 
ing” and stand in solid co umue gazing fixedly 
on the stone Walle of the prison. Thev can see 
nothing, and hear nothing, but the covscious- 
ness that one of their classis laying down his 
life for a crime ie, for them, a sufficient eattr 
tion. To-day the gathering of these ill-favored: 
citizens wis unusually large and repulsive in 
—— They congregated by hundreds on 
‘ranklin, Leon and Elm streets, and, from 
time to time, surged heavily against 
the. double lines of policemen that 


they felt a special interest. The three negroes 
who were strangled in December were poor 
wretches of no account, but this man was one of 
themselves. * 

THE GALLOWS 


was erected in the rear of the male prison, on 
the Elm street side of the Tombs. It was the 
same structure upon which the negroes were 
hanged, with the exception of a new crossa-beam. 
It front of it, ranged along the walls, were seats 
for reporters and jurors, while an open space in 
front was left for the Deputy aod Special Dep- 
ut eriffs.

THE SPALDING DEFALCATION. 
HOW THE MONEY WENT. 

San Francisco, April 21.—In the Spalding 
court-martial, Joseph Crawford, clerk of the 
Navy Pay Office, testified with regard to the re- 
lations of John O. Hanscom, Farwell & Co., and 
J. E. De la Montaguie, with the Pay Depart- 
ment, that the amount on the certificate book 
purporting to be due Hanscom from the 11th of 
September, 1874, to the les of Januarr, 1575, 
was $155,960.82. The amount actually 
due, as shown an the expenditure-book 
was $45,000. There were certificates issued 
to Hanscom and Farwell & Co., as shown on the 
certificate-book, between the ist of January, 
1875, and the 3lst of August, 1875, — 
to $287,189.85. The requisition-book only calls 
for $37,000 due. The certificate-book shows 
that certificates amounting to $187,722.50 were 
issued to De la Montaguie from the Ist of July, 
1874, to the let of January, 1875. The amount 
really due was $20,000. bis corroborates the 
statements of Farwell, that he knew nothing of 
the number of certificates standing in his name, 
and ef Montaguie to the same effect.

Nothing was more easy than for 
av intelligeat man to azcle hie audiences with 
hia sermons, but aueh A had little por- 
manent effect on the hearts of those hungering 
for the bread of life. There was a kind of 
preaching, that of weaving Gospel truths u- 
er, aod brioging them home to the bumblest 
of his congrege which required hard study. 
and could not be learned by the mere scanning 
of theological aids. Such a method of 
inculcatiog the Divine truths was peculiar- 
ly adapted t the inquiry- meetings, where 
eople were Treer. and anxious to aught 
‘hose meetings should be held after the Saboath 
services, Wheu souls were in that condition which 
rendered them easy to be caught lu the net of 
dnl vation. Nine-teaths of those who attended 
the meetings were strangers who bad happened 
into the church and beon pierced with the arrow 
of God's love. Pastors should be careful Lot to 
make the invitation too broad. They did not 
want those at the meetings who were not im- 
pressed ; they injured the earnest people by 
their careless or. Many were turned 
from the Savior by injadicious couversations iu 
the -medéting room, and leaders should be ex- 
tremely careful uot to wound hearts seeking 
after Christ. They could not get along without 
the inguiry-meetings. There were multitudes in 
this city who could alone be reached by this 
method of sa) vation. 
THE REV. u. 8. CANTINE 
made a few observations on the topic. He 
tuought there was en inquity-meeting hela long 
before that alluded to by the last speaker; he 
found mention of one in II. Kings, which had 
excellent results. Those meetings were very 
ancient and ought to be held in great respect by 
the people. The most profitable inquiry-meet- 
ings, in his etperience, were those beld at the 
homes of members of a congregation. In the 
present day Christ and the cross were exalted, 
and too itile was thought of the Holy Ghost. 
Those meetings should be brief, elee they wouid 
become argumentative, and people would come 
week alter week and tell their stories, which was 
a monotonous and undesirable state of things. 
The first meeting he held io Chicago was u per- 
fect failure, owing to its capture by one man, 
who persisted in telling how he found the Savior. 
loquiry-meetings should contain those who were 
ren ly searching after the truth, and not those 
with a taste for theological discussion. Lor 
himself he liked the altar method of inquiry 
better than auy other method; a man could be 
wrestied with with better results in God's sanoc-

THE REV. MR. PARKNURST 
said he bad held inquiry-meetings after the 
Sabbath services for a great Mauy years, and 
was convinced of their great utility both as re- 
garde pestor sud congregation. Ordinary 
church work was in a great measure useless. 
Pastors worked the greater part of the vear to 
kill the time between the protracted meetings. 
lhe iuquiry-meetings, however, gave the mi- 
eter a mark to aim at all the year rouad, aod 
theretove should be encouraged.

fhe Rev, A. J. Jus introduced the topie, 
„ Missſou Work; howto get hold of the non- 
clrurch-goers.” There are 185 churches in Chi- 
cago, Of these 28 were Rowan Oatholic, aod 12 
bad little pretense in the matter of couversion. 
This left 145, represosting congregations who 
believed with more Or less intensity ia the need 
of conversion and ite possbility. Those church- 
es, at a liberal estimate, Wonid seat 72.600, or, 
taking in the others, 150,000. Probably about 
that number attended church on „ fair 


Sunday, and, took those 
who attended iohally, we would 
have d larger number. it was therefore ap- 


pareot that the non-church-goers were a numer- 
‘ous class in our city. Those who remained 
away from church wero, in the first Bisco, infi- 
dels, aod this infidelity was bora ut fifty 
years ago of formalism. The second class was 
the vicious and selfish, who had some religious 
notions, but who did not luke the churches. The 
third glass, which constituted a very largé per- 

of the non-attendants, was the neglect- 
ful? How should we attract those people to the 
churches? There was but One auser which 
would thoroughly meet the case—it was simply 
to reproduce in our lives the life and spirit of 
Jesus Christ. This should be laid down ast 
fundamental priaciple, aud would have some al- 
traction for the nou-chuten-goers. Again, all 
the adjustments of the church sould euch 
as to remove, if possible, all excuses for non- 
attendance. 

THE REV. J. MONRO GIBSON 

in a few brief remarks, showed that more of the 
spirit of the aocient Church Wae required in 
order to make Christ's cause more successful in 
these days. In the constitution of the Oburch, 
prayerfuiness, honesty, union, and eg 
were &ttended to—four qualities Which 
great attractions for the masses of the people. 

The Kev. H. L. Martin was of the opinion 

t the Church, which was so active in foreign 
one, rather overlooked our heathen at 
borhe. Muimisters should go out to the 2 
ways on rere of our land, and tell the 
ple story of Christ. Such a coarse would soon 
rouse the people into an interest in religion, 
and great good would be effected.

Last summer, it will be remembered, the 
Rockford, Rock Island & Gt. Louis Railroad was 
sold under a consolidated mortgage of $9,000,000, 
by decree of the United States Circuit Court, 
and purchased by one Hermann Osterberg, on 
behalf of a large number of the holders of the 
mortgage bonds who reside in Germany, The 
sale wae confirmed in November following, 
and a few weeks ego Osnterberg paid 
up the remainder of the purchase 
money. nee Nevember Onterbere has 
been in possessiowof the road, and glowing re 
ports have « wed of bia management, 

A bill was fled yesterday, however, by Mies 
Jessica M. Hooper, of New York City, whieh 
tends to pu avery different light ou Ueter- 
berg's conduct abd management, The bill is 
supplemental in character to the foreclosure 
suit, and the complainant is a holder of some of 
the Arst- mortgage bonds, She sete out that in 
1469 the Company issued t wo series of bonds for 
the aggronate amount of $9,000,000, and secured 

The 
first series was issued in June, and 
comprised 5,000 bonds for $1,0U0 each, and was 
secured by a firet trust-deed on the northern 
end of the road.

A very large proportion of the bonds were sold 
in Germany. In 1873, or prior thereto, the Rall- 
road Company became embarrassed, and failed 
to pay the interest maturing from time to time. 
A committee was then organized in Frankfort. 
Germany, with the avowed purpose of protect- 
ing the bondholders, of whom Osterberg was 
one. Neither he nor ang of the others, however, 
were bondholders. They thea induced as macy 
of the bondholders as they could 
to ‘deposit their bonds and & power 
of attorney to act, with them, 
and in 1874 it was resolved to forclose the trust- 
deeds. Osterberg was appointed the delegate to 
come here, and he came and commenc fore- 
closure proceedings. Judge Drummond hela. 
after a very hotly contested argument, that 
the holders of the first series of bonds were 
entitled to a preference over those owning the 
second series, to be first paid, and they sub- 
sequently were awarded 37 per cent of the whole 
proceeds. 

A decree of foreclosure was made, and the 
road sold Aug. 1¢, 1875, by Mr. H. W. Bishop, the 
Master in Chancery, to Osterberg, on behalf, as 
be stated at the time of the German 
bondholders, for the sum of 61.320.000. The 
complaivant alleges that this purchase was on 
be half of ali the bondholders, including herself, 
who bad united ander the Committee's direc- 
tion, and that Osterberg in bad faith neclected 
to make the purchase so that the records of 
the Court would show that he held the road for 
the bondholders, but took the title in his own 
pame. A deposit of $200,000 was given and 
sub equeut payments made until recently the 
whole sum was paid. Nodeedof the property 
has vet been made, nor, as is claimed, has the 
sale been finaily confirmed. 

In the powers of attorney given by the 
bondholders to the Committee, the latter 
were authorized to tase such steps 
as would be necessary to bring about 
the most satisfactory result possible 
for the bondholders, to appomt agen's, or 
trustees, make compromises, receive payments, 
etc. The expenses were to be borne pro rata, 
andthe bonds were to stand as security, Ad- 
vertisemenis were made by the Committee and 
Osterburg during the foreclosure proceedings to 
induce other bendboiders to join the combina- 
tion, promising that they should enjoy the same 
privileges as the original parties to the agree- 
ment.

A MISSOURIAN’S MISHAPS.

10 the Mer of The Case Tribune: 

Coo, April 21. —1 understand there is to 
be an entertainment given at Union Park Con- 
grogational Cburch, for the benefit of the 
Foundlings’ Home, Monday evening. This is o 
step in the right direction. I was much pained 
on reading the April oumber of Faule Record, 
a little paper issued monthly at the Home,” 
to note they had only received $199.82 during 
the month, and this to support a family of over 
one hundred, consisting of sixty-five babies and 
over forty adults. I felt a sense of shame that 
such a nobie charity in the midst of a Christian 
community should be so neglected. I at once 
proceeded to the Home, to make some inquiries 
in regard to their condition, 

I was fortunate iv finding Dr. Shipman with- 
in. 1 asked bim how it was be could support 
such a family ou the above sum. He said it 
was very bard, vet they never lacked food. He 
aid be made up the deficiency as near as he 
could out of his own pocket, but he could not 
carry on the work as he desired, as it would re- 
quire an income of 2500 or $400 monjhly to sup- 
port it mght. 

I asked if they did not realize a large sum on 
Tuesdays, their visiting day. He said not; 
usually they bad from $100 to $200 on that day, 
yet the receipts of the contribution-box would 
pot average $3 a week. He remarked if each 
visitor would but drop 10 cents in the box it 
would support the institution. 

It seemed to mie almost impossible that people 
could enter this E which us pride to 
Chicago. kept, as it is, with such scrupulous 
neatpess aod with every appomtment almost 

rfect, and not give at least 10 cents towards 
its suport, when it is well known it is entireiv 
a faith work, and that this good and venerapbie 
man, Dr. Shipman, never asks any one to give a 
cent towards the work, unless voluntarily.

THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 


Amount Already Expended en 
‘That Building. 


What the Whole Affair Will Cost the 
Tax-Payers, 


In the early part of 1875 the County Board- 
recognized the necessity of building a new 
County Hospital, that oa Arnold street being re- 
garded as unfittead for longer use. Feb. 9 of 
that year the Committee on Hospitals made 
a long report, in which they stated 
that the building wow occupied as a 
Hospital was old and rickety, and immediately 
in the line of the unwholesome river winds, and 
that during the years 1873 and 1874 $100.000 had 
been spent in making repairs to the old build- 
ing, which was even then in very bad condition. 
They recommended that as the county had ex- 
pended $145,000 on a lot, it go to work and put 
up sufficient hospital buildings not to cost more 
than $150,000. The matter was laid over fora 
time, and came up again Feb. 14, when C. C. P. 
Holden made a windy barangue pretending that 
he wanted a building which should not cost over 
$50,000, and expressing the opinion that the 
amount was enough to put up just such a struc- 
ture as was wanted. 

J.C. Cochrane had been elected architect, 
and May 23 a long description of his plan for 
the Hospital was published. His plan was an 
elaborate one, and included an executive build- 
ing, clinical amphitheatre, six medica! pavil- 
ions, two surgi pavilions, kitchen, dormito- 
ried, botler-house, laundry, mortuary, and pa- 
thological museum. His estimate for the cost 
of each medica! pavilion complete was $55,000, 
and it is presumed that the surgical vavilions 
were estimated to cost no more. The whole 
affair Mr. Cochrane would complete at fro 
$500,000 to $800,000,—not more, however, tha 
the latter sum. 

Let us see how this estimate has been lived up 
to. After much wrangling. and mach apparent 
crookedness among the committee members of 
the County Board, contracts were let as follows 
July 1, 1875 Willard & Co., brick-work, $89,440 ; ‘ 
Coffey & Kearney, 1 $4,686; P. J. Ge- 
ton, carpenter-work, $22, ; Koiseley & Co., 
roofing, 7.00: Robbing & Carroll, painting, 
etc., 600; cut-stoue to L. L. Leach for 
#14.965. These contracts were to start the work 
oo the two first pavilions, which were to have 
been ready for occupancy at this date, but are not 
yet complete. 


MONEY EXPENDED. 

Here is what the two pavilions have cost the 
tax-payers all told, to the present date, and the 
interior work is not done. It should be said that 
the money expended for sewerage will be repaid 
by the city.

In addition to this, Cochrane drew $2,250 for 
the plans for bis plans for the additional build- 
ings going up, making a total thus far paid out 
by the county of $130,601.29, and but two pavil- 
ions under roof and but partially complete.

for $500 has been putin by Sexton, for fixing 
the holes in the walls through which the chan- 
delieis are to be connec with the gas-pipes. 
This work was very slight in itself, and an ordi- 
nary mechanic Id bave been glad 
to have perform it for $25. There 
are also said to have been 
tao sets of plans, one to present to the County 
Board, upon which the contracts were let. aud 
the other considerably modified to work from. 
The plans filed calculated that the ventilation- 
pipes were to open into the rooms 2 feet from 
each floor, so as to let in the pure air there. In- 
stead of that, they were placed some 8 feet high. 
causing the contractor to use more pipe and 
put in a claim for extras. The recent iet- 
ting of contracts for putting up the kitch- 
en, boiler-house, and morgue is well knowa 
to the public, as well as the unfavor- 
able criticism which it created. The cost 
of the additional buildings now going 
up will be about $120,000, f net more. The 
cost of the two pavilious, now under roof, whea 
completed wul be about $150,000 in all. This, 
with the $120,000 for the other buildings, wiil 
make a total of $270,000. 

YET TO COME. 

The otber six pavilions will cost $450,000; 
then there is an executive building, graud in de- 
sigp, which, according to the present manner of 
doing work, will cost about $175,000. Then 
there are the clinical amphitheatre, mortuary 
and oo. > museum. which will coat some 
$200, 000. ‘hus the public das the sat- 
isfaction of knowing that it win take 
at least $825, 000 more of its 
money, besides the $120,000 required for kit- 
chen, laundry. etc., making in all, before the 
buildiogs are completed. about $1,200.000. Be- 
sides this, the county paid $145,000 for the 
ground. It is a question whether the public will 
allow this mismanagement to go on longer. 
Something should be done to call these men to 
account. There are fat drippings from these 
mammoth covtracts, and the Grand Jury can 
find no better field for its labor than in getting 
at the bottom facts about these buildings.

Noth- 
ing seemed to give him pleasure, to revive his 
faded hopes, to confer any comfortable 
satisfaction upon his discontented mind. It is 
true there was plentiful cause for anxiety 
in the political aspect of the country;

Gen. Thomas J. Jackson was not the great man 
which this biographer declares him to have been. 
nor did he acquire a fame that will be likely to 
illuminate the coming ages, as she bas most con- 
fidently predicted. He surpassed ordinary men 
in some striking and effective characteristics, and 
the deadiy contest between the North and the 
South gave him the requisite opportunity to dis- 
play these characteristics in a most conspicuous 
and imposing manner. But, admirable and use- 
ful, when rightly directed. as are the traite which 
Gen. Jackson possessed, they are not sufficient 
of themselves to endow a great man. Deter- 
mination, courage, and resolution are powerful 
qualities. -They may accomplish mighty ander- 
takings; they are the chief working forces in 
human enterprises; nevertheless, higher attri- 
butes must be uvited with them to produce that 
combination of intellectual faculties whi uld 
be rightiy denominated great. — 

Gen. Jackson bad no spark of genius, and he 
had oo remarkable mental capacity. By dint of 
the very bardest application daring his Cadet- 
ship, be was able to pass the final examination 
at West Point. Being asked by a relative how 
he managed to get through, he replied: ‘* Aunt, 
I wept, and studied, and prayed.” This answer 
shows real grit, but not real greatness. As a 
Professor at the Military Institute at Lexington, 
Jackson was a conscientious, but an uninspired 
and uninteresting, instructor ; in society, he was 
accounted a dull companion; and, in religion. 
he was a fanatic. Yet, in the soldiers’ camp and 
on the field of battle, his zeal, and firmness, 
aod pluck transformed him into a fighting hero. 
He was a brave soldier, an efficient commander, 
and a bulwark in the Southern army; but dis- 
passionate minds, moved by neither personal 
nor partisan feeling, will not regard bim with 
exaited enthusiasm. 

The author bas treated her subject, which 
includes a review of the firet years of our late 
civil strife, in a spirit that is to be seriously 
deprecated. It is instinct with sectional 
prejudice and rancor. Its influence is in ail 
respects injurious. It tends to keep alive, 
between her sympathizers and opposers. a senti- 
ment of discord that should be subdued and hid 
from sight ; and it destroys confidence in ber 
good sense and judgment, and, therefore, in ber 
competency as a biographer. 

Jackson was but 39 when he received his death- 
wound at Chancellorsville, having been boro in 
January, 1824. He was left au orphan when 
only 6 years old, and bore through childhood 
aod youth tho trials and bardships of poverty 
and of the privation of near family-ties. A 
nome was afforded him with an uncle living in 
Lewis County, Western Virginia, whom be assist- 
ed in the labor of tilling a farm The relatives 
with whom bis lot was cast were kind to the lad, 
and did what they could to help him on ip 
life. At the age of 18, he secured admission te 
West Point, where be was a diligent and respect- 
ed student. The vear after he graduated with 
the brevet rank of Second Lieutenant of Arti- 
lery,—that is, in 1847,—he joined the army dis- 
patched against Mexico, aud, by valorous con- 
duct, rose, before the war was ended, to the 
position of Major. In 1851, he resigmed 
hie place ia the army, and t- 
ed the Chair of Natural Philosophy 
and Artillery Tactics in the Virginia Military In- 
stitute at Lexington. Four years later, on the 
secession of Virginia, be marched to Richmond 
at the head of acompany eurolled in the Con- 
federate service. His after career is familiar to 
every reader. It was that of a brave and reso- 
lute leader, and deeply endeared himto the 
Southern people. When his loss was made 
known, there was universal mourning among 
them, for it was felt thatone of the strong 
propsof the Confederacy had been withdrawn. 

The story of his last days is related by the 
biographer with much genuine feeling. A 
single extract will indicate its pathon When 
Jackaon bad received his death wound, through 
the misdirected fire of bis own soldiers. he was 
conveyed from the field ia an ambulance, which 
also bore Col. Crutchfield, who had received a 
ball im the leg: Dr. McGuire sat in the 
front part of the ambulance, with his finger on 
the artery from which the General's blood had 
flowed, to arrest the bleeding should it again 
begin. The night was dark, and by the light of 
torches the ambulance moved slowly and 
carefully forward. Once Col. Crutchfield 

roaned, wheo Jackson at once or- 

ered the ambulance to be scoped, 
and asked if something could not be done 
to relieve Col. Crutchfield. He had viously 
put bis right band on Dr. MoGuire's head, and. 
pulling it don. whispered in bis ear and asked 
if Col. Crutebfiekd was dangerously wounded. 

When answered, ‘ No,—only painfully hurt, he 

said, ‘Il am glad R is no worse.’ A few moments 

later. Col. Crutchfeld put the same whispered 
question about the General to the Doctor, and, 
when told that be was very seriously wounded, 

he groaned, and cried out, O my God! li 

was thie groan and cry which the General mis 

took for an expression of physical suffering, ami 
which induced him to order the ambulance to ba 
stopped.” +4 

In her preface to the biography, the authror 
gives currency toa popular error in repeating 
the clause, He who tuns may read.” This is 
supposed to be a quotation from Scripture, but 
the original phrase has been strangely distorted 
by careless writers. Correctly rendered, the 
words of the text are as follows: “ That he may 
rub that readeth it. 


ALEXANDER HAMILTON.

It is some twenty-five years since the son of 
Alexander Hamilton gave to the world a col- 
lection of the literary works of his father, which 
filled seven octavo volumes. Valuable as these 
writings are as an exposition of the genius of 
their author, and of bis long and arduous labors 
in the domain of politics, finance, and juris- 
prudence, they yet are too bulky for the perusal 
of the average reader, who has really been 
destitute of a satisfactory source from which to 
draw the facts connected with the life of one of 
the leading statesmen belonging to the first 
quarter of acentury of our national history. 
To supply the need of a popular biography of 
Hamilton, the present work has been prepared; 
and very successfully does it accomplish its ob- 
ject. In two volumes of moderate size it 
condenses a personal memoir of Hamilton, aud 
a review of the condition of our country during 
the years when he was at the front in the con- 
duct of ite affairs, and bis official acts hada 
molding influence upon its destiny. ' 

There is a singular scarcity of material for fill- 
ing out the life of Hamilton in the early part of 
his course ; and, indeed, throughout his years, 
the incidents composing his private experience 
bave, for the greater part, been lost or sup- 
pressed. He was born on the Island of Nevis, 
in the West Indies, Jan. 11, 1757. His father 
was a descendant of the famous Scotch clan 
whose name he bore, and his mother came from 
afamily of French Huguenots who fled from 
their native country on the revocation of the 
Edict of Nantes. His mother died when he was 
a mere child, and, his father having fallen into 
financial difficulties, he was cared for by rela- 
tives who lived at Santa Cruz. When only s 
littie more than 12 years old, he was taken 
from school aud put into the counting-house 
of an extensive merchant. Such remarkable exec- 
utive ability did the boy discover, that, before 
he was 14, the entire charge of his empioyer's 
business was for a time intrusted to bim. His 
distaste for a mercantile career was so decided, 
and his longing for an education 60 intense, that 
finally, in 1772, he was permitted to avail him- 
self of what facilities for learning the American 
Colonies afforded. For ove year he studied in a 
grammar-school in Elizabethtown, N. J., aod 
then entered King’s College, New York. 

He had arrived in the Colonies in the begin- 
ning of their struggles with the mother- country. 

the exciting scenes occurring about bim 
fired I with . tor the * oy and 
0 arty. Ata Convention of the patri- 
M4 held - the fields of New York in 1774, 
moved by the enthusiasm of the moment, he 
delivered a speech which, by its logical argu- 
ment aod brilliant rbetoric, commanded the 
attention and applause of the audience. He 
was at the time a slight, youthful-looking 
lad of 17. When the Convention of New 
York authorized tus raising of a company of ar- 
tillery, the position of Captain was given to Ham- 
ion; aud 80 admirably did be execute his 
duties in this capacity that be was soon after ap- 
ted to the staff of Gen. Washington, with 
—— of Lientenadit-Colonel, He here dis- 
played such sagacity that it was not long ere bo 
was acknowledged as Washiogton's * priocipal 
and most confidential) Aide-de-Camp.” Nine 
monthe after his elevation to this piace, he at 
taiped bia taajority. 

But it is pot our purpose to attempt even en 
outline of Hamilton's private or pubite ute. The 
distingaisbed part bo played in the affaires of our 
country during the woes ensious perted of its 
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existence should be familiar in detail to every 
American citizen. The pages of the volumes 
before us afford the requisite opportunity 
for studying his career, where it is laid 
down with e broad and impartial band. 
It is presented in connection with the his- 
tory of the publio events with which Hamil- 
ton was insevarably ideatified: with a careful 
account of the organization of the new Gov- 
ernment, of the establishment of the first Na- 
tional Bank, of the Excise and the Mint, of the 
mission of Genet, of the Whisky Insurrection, 
of our foreign relations, and of the Administra- 
tion of the elder Adams. These subjects are 
dealt with in acalm and unbiased epirit, and 
form a necessary background for a contempia- 
tion of the figure of Hamilton. Taken by them- 
selves, they also furnish an interesting version 
of the course of political aifairs daring a term 
of above twenty-five years. 

SKETCHES BY FLORENCE M’LANOBURGH.

There is an uncommon talent exhibited in 
these sketches,—a talent of such decided grasp 
and vigor that it is doubtful if it might not 
properly be styled genius. It certainly is a true 
inspiration. It is not of the order that can be 
acquired voluntarily by resolute and persistent 
cultivation. It is of a higher origin, proclaiming 
itself as such by its full, and lofty, and impas- 


sioned bearing. 

The first two of the sketches—‘*The Automa- 
ton Ear and The Paths ef the Sea —are of 
mugular power. Although the others partake 
of their quality, these create a deeper impression 
because of their greater elaboration and more 
sustained strength. All the pieces, both long 


| and short. are characterized by vivid imagina- 


tion, peculiar affluence of imagery, aud graphie 
description. A passage or two, taken at random 
from one of the minor articles, affordsa fair 
sample of their fluent and fervid diction : 


At dawn, I saw the timid light creep up along the 
east, and wait and brighten until it set on embiazoned 
standard in the aky; and below, far out, covered with 
the pomp of the rising sun, the distant billows clashed 
their biood-red shield. At noon, 1 saw the mid-day 
radianoe, falling through the air in torrents of splen- 
dor, foat far and near, changing into gorgeous mosa- 
ics upon the sea.

It u 80 easytoencumber the 
style with excessive ornament, and render it 
heavy, if not positively ridicuious. It ie better 
to err on the side of plain than of florid writiug. 
The first tires, but the other sickens. The 
hint is one to which Miss McLand- 
burgh’s attention should be pointed. And, 
while in the way of criticism, it may be 
added that, ian the work of one who has such 
signal ability, there should be 90 faultivess 
in the phraseology. The sentengés should flow 
smoothiy, and the worde be accurately chosen. 
The blemishes of this nature gre few in the 
sketches under notice, consisting chiefly of an 
occasional roughness and obscurity caused by 
inversion, and of the misuse of the auxiliaries 
will and would. These are, perhaps, trifling 
errors ; and it is only because the author claims 
herself capable of doing so well that we ask of 
her in every instance a fluished „ As 
bas already been said, she has fine gifts, which 
come by natural endowment; and to these 
should be joined the graces of a polished style, 
which are to be gained through study. If Miss 
MeLaudburgh fulfills the expectation excited 
by this collection of sketches, she will in the 
future produce works that in invention and exe- 
cution will bear comparison with the strongest 
writings ef the kind published by her coantry- 
men.

FAMILIAR TALK. 


LORD MACAULAY. 

When Lord Macaulay had achieved celebrity, 
which he did at an early age by the publication of 
the very firat of his essays in the Edinburg Review, 
he forthwith became a favored guest at all of 
the houses in London best worth entering, and. 
met, in a continual round of breakfasts, and 
dipners, and evening-entertainments, most of 
the conspicuous personages who mingled in 
fashionable and cultivated society. In his let- 
ters printed in the first volume of his biograpby, 
he has left many spirited and interesting eketches 
of the eminent men and women who chiefly at- 
tracted him; and from this coilection of por- 
traits we extract the several following. Describ- 
ing the company at a dinner at Holland House, 
he at one time writes: 

In the evening, Lord John Russell came; 

and, soon after, old Talleyrand. I bad seen 
Talleyrand in, vety large parties, but bad never 
been near enough to hear a word tbat he said. 
I now bad the pleasure of lhstening for an hour 
aod a half to bis conversation. He is certainly 
the greatest curiosity that Il ever fell in with. 
His head is sank down between two 
high shoulders. One of his feet is hideously 
distorted. His face is as pale as that of a corpse, 
and wrinkled to a frightful degree. His eyes 
have an edd, glassy stare, quite peculiar to 
them. His hair, thickly powdered and poma- 
tumed, hangs down his shoulders on each side 
as straight as a pound of tallow candies. His 
conversation, however, soon makes you forget 
bis ugliness and infirmities. There is a poign- 
ancy without effort in ali that he says, which 
reminds me a little of the character which the 
wits of Johnson's circle give of Beauclerk. 
He told several stories about the political men 
of France; not of any great value in them- 
selves, but his way of telling them was beyond 
all praise,—concise, pointed, and delicately ga- 
tirical. When be had departed, I could not help 
breaking out into admiration of his talent for 
relating anecdotes. Lady Holland said he had 
been considered for nearly forty years as the 
best teller of a story in Europe, and that there 
was certainly no one like bim in that respect.” 

When he was u young man of 28, he paid a 
visit to Edfbburg, and was for a time entertained 
in the town-mansion of Lord Jeffrey. This 
brilliant man fascinated the English essayist by 
his maoy charming traits of miud and character, 
which were exbibited in their best light, we may 
believe. in the presence of one whom their awner 
recognized as an intellectual peer and a most 
agreeable: companion. The portrait Macaulay 
Grew of Lord Jeffrey represented bim ia his 
most gracious mood, when it was a pure gratitfi- 
eation to contemplate the man of genius and of 
affection. 

“He has twenty faces, writes Macaulay, 

„ almost as much unlike each other as my tath- 
er’s to Mr. Wilberforce’s, and-infinitely more 
unlike each other than those of near rela:ivos 
often are. When absolutely quiescent, 
—reading a 
which he es no interest,—his countenance 
shows no indication whatever of intellectual eu- 
periority of any kind. But, as soon as he is in- 
terested and opens his eyes upon you, the 
change is like magic. There is a flash in his 
glance, a vielent contortion in his frown, an ex- 
quisite humor in his sneer, and a sweetness and 
Drilliaucy iu his smile, beyond anything that I 
ever witnessed. A person who bad seen him in 
only one state would not know him in another. 
For be has not, like Brougham, marked fea- 
tures which, in all moods of mind, remain anal- 
tered. The mere outline of his face is insignifi- 
eant. The expression is everything; and such 
power aud variety of expression 1 never 
saw in any buman countenance; not 
even in the most celebrat- 
ed actors. . . The voice and delivery 
of Jeffrey resemble his face. He con- 
siderable power of mimicry, and rarely tells a 
story without imitating several different gc- 
cents. His familiar tone, his declamatory tone. 
and his pathetic tone are quite different things. 
Sometimes Scotch predominates in his pro- 
punciation; sometimes it is imperceptibie. 
Sometimes his utterance is snappish and quick 
to the last degree; sometimes it is remarzable 
for rotundity and mellowness. I can easily con- 
ceive that two people who had seen him on 
different days might dispute about him as the 
travelers im the fable disputed about the 
chameleon. ; 

In one thing, a6 far as I observed, he is al- 
ways the same; and that is the warmth of his 
domestic affections. Neither Mr. Wuiberforce 
nor my uncle Babington comes up to him in 
this respect. The flow of bis kindoess is quite 
ipexbaustible. Not tive minutes passes without 
some food expression or caressing gesture to 
his wife or daughter. He has fitted up a study 
for himself, but be never goes into it. Law- 
papers, reviews, whatever he has. to write. he 
writes in the drawing-room or in his wife's 
boudoir. When he goes to other parts of the 
country on a retainer, be takes them in the car- 
riage with him. I do not wonder that he should 
be a good husband, for his wife is 6 
very amiable woman. But I was surprised 
to see man 8 keen and sarcastic, so much of a 
scoffer. pouring himself out with such simplici- 
ty and tenderness in all sorts of affectionate 
nonsense. Through one whole journey to Perth. 
he kept up a sort of 1442 with his 
daughter; attacked her a povel-reading, 
langhed her into a pet, kissed her ont of it, and 
laughed her into it agsiv. Sheand her mother 
absolutely idolize him, and 1 do not wonder at 


At Holland House, the centre of the best so- 
 eiety of London, Macaulay was always received 
with especial courtesy. I he was one of 
the very few gentlemen whom Lady Holland in- 
variably took pains to conciliate. Of this lady, 
who for many years reigned a veritable queen 

the English metropolis, Mac y says: “She 
is certainly a woman of considerable talents and 
great literary acquirements. To me she was ex- 
cessively gracious; yet there is a baughtiness in 
her courtesy which, even afterall that 1 heard 
of her, surprised me. The centurion did not 
keep his soldiers in better order than abe keeps 
her ts.

ROGERS AND CHANTREY. 

The bome of Rogers, the banker-poet of Lon- 
don, was noted for the elegance and artistic 
beauty of ite furniture and decorations. Its 
owner was s man of wealth and taste, and hap- 
pily bis refined ideas could find embodiment in 
the articles and ornaments which surrounded 
bim. Macaulay, who was in the habit of dasb- 
ing off gossipy letters for the amusement of a 
favorite sister, writes obe day, after a breakfast 
with Rogers: What a delightful house it is! 
It looks out on the Green Park just at the most 
pleasant point. The furniture has been select- 
ed with delicacy of taste quite unique. Its 
value does not depena on fashion, but must 
be the same while the fine arts are held in any 
esteem. In the dining-roum, for example, the 
chimney-pieces are carved by Flaxmap into the 
most beautiful Grecian forms. The book-case 
is painted by Stothard, in his very best manner. 
with groups from Chaucer, Shakspeare, and 
Boccaccio, The pictures are not numerous, but 
every one is excellent. In the dining-room, 
there are aleo some beautiful paintings. 
But the three most remarkable objects in that 
room are, I think, a caet of Pope taken after 
death by Roubiliac ; a noble model in terra-cotta 
by Michael Angelo, from which he afterward 
made one of his flnest statues,—that of Lorenzo 
de Medici; aud. lastly, a mahogany table on 
which stands an antique vase. | 

“When Chantrey dined with Rogers. some 
time ago, he took particular notice of the vase 
and the table on which it stands, and asked 
Rogers who made the table. ‘A common car- 
penter,’ said Rogers.

When be was 16 years old, be was apprenticed 
for seven years to a carver and gilder, and dur- 
ing this term * ved the aptitude for carving 
and sculpture that foreshadowed his fuiure 
career, His first modeling in clay was done by 
taking casie of the faces of his fellow-apprev- 
tices, which be afterwards worked ioto very 
respectabie specimens of portraiture. When he 
became of age, he was released from his ap- 

wrenticeaship, although two years vet remained 
fore the expiration of the stipniated period, 

In 1802, he worked at his trade ass Journey- 
man in both Dublin and London, and itis proba- 
bly at this period that he carved the mahogany 
table in Rogers dinivg-room. About the same 
time he av to prepare himself for a higher 
order of work, by studying at the Royal Acade- 
my. Nollekivs, a portrait-sculptor of repute at 
that day, generously gave the nascent artist sub- 
stantial encouragement io advice and assistance. 
Chantrey became a member of the Royal 
Academy ia 1818, and the following year visited 
Italy. He never rose above the rank uf a por- 
trait-sculptor, but in this department of art be 
executed a multitude of works of merit. He ex- 
celled in securing a truthful likeness of his sub- 
Ee and his services were in such demand that 

e acquired a considerable fortune. Fame and 
the honor of Knighthood were added to his otber 
successes, and when be died, in 1841, he stood 
proudly on a level in the social scale far 
above that where he was set at his entrance 
upon manbood. 

The anecdote which Macaulay repeated reveals 
the honest, maniv nature of the artist, and 
shows that he bad a right sense of the values of 
piace and of talent. A

A debate is in progress in the columns of the 
Atheneum upon the question whether ‘the 
mother of Anne Boleyn was liviag at the time of 
the union of the latter with the King. Mr.

THE FLORA ROUND ABOUT CHICAGO--THE 
MUSTARD FAMILY. 

There isa homely little weed groving uni- 
verssily in corners and waste places, which 
probably is familiar to every eye, and yet by 
most has never received a distinct recognition, 
because it is so insignificant and unattractive. 
Nevertheless, with the herbalist who is studying 
the flora of a regioo, this slender, struggling 
vegetable will not escape notice or a place im his 
collection as a distinct and therefore important 
individual. The Shepherd's Purse (capeeila 
bursa-pastoris) is one of the very first plants te 
spring up and burst into blossom when the 
snow has uncovered theground; buts it flowers 
are never sought for ornamental purposes. Thoy 
almost demand s microscope to be rendered 
visible, and certainly their different parts can- 
not be satisfactorily examined without the 
aid of a yiagnifying glass. The root-leaves of 
the plant lie nearly flat upon the ground, in a sort 
of rosette, and are Jong and narrow, and toothed 
er pinnatified. The erect stems rising from the 
centre bear arrow-shaped leaves along the base, 
and are terminated with a raceme of small white 


flowers, which are succeeded by seed-pods or 


pouches, whose shape—fiat and triangular— 
suggests a purse or bag, and hence the name of 
the plant. 

The Shepherd’s Purse usbers in the large tribe 
of the Cruci fer. or Mustard Family, many of 
whose members are very useful, as food-plants, 


Alyssum. Honesty Wallflower. Stock, and Rocket. 

Ove of the most singular species incinded in 
the order is the Rose of Jericho (anasialica 
hierochuntia), an annual in the 
deserts of Egypt. Arabia, Syria, aod other parts 
of the East.

Ous of these deciares that 
the plant first blossomed on Christmas-Eve, is 
honor of the birth of the Savior; and that ii 
remained expanded until Easter, to pay bomage 
to His resurrection. It is called from this 
legend the Rose of the Virgin, and also the 
Resurrection-F lower. 

The botanical name of the Mustard Family 
Crucifers, or Crucifera—is taken from the cross- 
like arrangement of the petals of the flowers. 
There is a remarkable uniformity iu the form 
and colors of the blossoms throughout the order.

Warsaw, Ind., April 18.—For the benefit of 
H. I. M.“ I offer a few recipes for pudding 
sauce: Beat one egg and one cup white sugar 
together thoroughiy; pour on it four table- 
spoonsful of boiling milk, stirring briskly ; then 
set it in the top of the teaxettle to cook twenty 
minutes, stirring often. Flavor with vanilla or 


lemon. 1 

Another: One cup white sugar and two 
tabiespoonsfal of batter; stir together ie an 
earthen dish until white; then put into a sauce- 
pan with a teacupful of hot water, aud set on 
the stove; stir steadily until it voile; then add 
@ teaspoonful or two of lem n-juice or rose- 
water, aud let it boul up again. Pour into a 
sauce tureen and grave nutmeg over it. A very 
rich sauce may be made by stirring together 
butter aud sugar until white and smooth. 
Flavor. Ao egg may be added. 

For removing ink-stains from linen I know of 
nothimg better than washing in sweet milk, in 
which a little salt is dissolved. 

I will add a recipe for oat-meal gems, which 
we think very good and healtaful: When mak- 
ing bread I save out a part of the spooge, after 
Mt bas risen ; into this I mix oat-meal mush— 
the mush can be made the day previous; add a 
tablesponful of butter, a little salt, and flour 
enough to mold; have the dough as soft as can 
be worked; mold into little cases; place in gem- 
irons, and, when light, bake in a quick ovea.

To contriyute a chapter to history. furnish the 
public with information, and do justice to a 
modest aud noble man, are the inspiring sources 
of tois article. Not fluging any complete and 
gatisfacto:y biography of Col. Bristow pub- 
lebed, I have been at pains to gather the follow- 
ing facts concerning the hte of the present Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. Ibe were obtemed 
from varied aud suthentic parties, and are per- 
fectiy reliable. I know of no pubhc wav named 
for the office of President whose character com- 
mands = universal respect among alleneu of 
donor and integrity, irrespective of party,— 
whose rugged bouesty and firm ess, seen i» the 
parifying and necessary work of toe past 
mouths, appeal so siroagiy to toe pu>iic con- 
science and popular sease of rigat, as that of B. 
H. Bristow. Such is the confilence of the peo- 
ple in the man that a popalar and uamanipu- 
lated vote of to-day would almost unavimously 
place him at the head of the Republic. 

PRISTOW'S BINTH-PLACE AND ANCESTORS. 

Benjamin Helm Bristow, the subject of this 
Sketch. was born in Elkton, Todd County, Kv., 
ip July, 1832, and was the second of a family of 
four children. The vame Benjamin was a hie- 
toric one in the family of Bris:ows. Each branch 


. ef the fanuly had a member called Benjamin, 


thus to honor a noted uncle who fell in the bat- 
tle of Brandywine. IIis father, Francie M. Bris- 
tow, was widely known throughout the State as 
d lawyer of abiity, and a genotieman of com- 
manding influence and character. Politically, 
hie facher was an old-line Whig, a personal 
qnend of Henry Clay, and had deep moral con- 
victions of the wickedness of Slavery, which 
were intensified by time aud bis associations. 


Inberiting slaves by bequest through his wife's | 


reiatives, he accepted the gift that be might 
better benefit the enslaved. All of his 
slaves, when coming legally under his 
eoutrol, were granted er Aberty at any 
time they desired; and, if any remained 
with Ins family, it was because of inability to 
help themselves. aud a large seuse of humanit: 
prevented Francis Bristow from turning them 
into the world to etarve. B. H. Bristow’s grand 
faiber, an old school Baptis: mivis‘er, was bit- 
beriy opposed, aud very expressed ip his hatred, 
bo the accursed institution. I have seen a cer- 
tificate of discharge from the army of 1812, 
given to his paterpal ancesvor, signed by Col. 
Johuson. It bears witness to the vravery, de- 
vyotion, and integrity of the Baptist parson. 
The fatber of our Secretary once represented 
the Thud District of Kentucky m Congress. 
several times was State Senator. and a member 
of the Conetitational Convention in 1850, which 
framed the present State Convention. No man 
was more pronounced ip his loyalty to the 
Union, aud few euffered more for his patriotism 
ing the War. He was driven from his 
bome, and endured persecutions aud in- 
juries that only a brave and honest 
patrict would bear for his country. His

HE 18 A CHRISTIAN GENTLEMAN. 

Secretary Biistow'’s grandfatber was an old- 
echool Baptist minister, and his father and 
motber were Methodists, and most of his reia- 
tives are Methodists. Lie was au honest and no- 
bie old uncle. the Rev. B. F. Lristow, living in 
Covington, who is a leading minister of the 
Methodist Church. But the Secretary is a Pres- 
bvteiian, being a regular atteudant aud a mem- 
ber, with his wife, of that church. No man has 
a higher appreciation of religious truths and m- 
stituticos, and. while haviog a denominational 
preference, is far removed trom being a secta- 
rian bigot, or au illiberal, contracted, denomina- 
tional devotee. His heart conscience, and in- 
te:lect, united to tue influence of culture; make 
him broed and generous, intelligeut aud charit- 
able, in his Christian coaracter. 

HE 18 A BLLIABLE REPUBLICAN. 

As noticed, Secretary Bristow inberited from 
paterual and maternal ancesiors a deep hatred 
of Slavery, aud be wasin principle a born Be- 
publicau. His principles, so often tried and 
Urmiy establishe’, disuiss all fears of his prov- 
ing avotber Tyler or Jobuson, should he be 
elevated to the Presidency. His eoucation iu a 
Northero college, bis trials aud sacrifices during 
the War, hie services and devotion to the Kepub- 
lic, his unflinching aud unyielding integrity 
amid seductive influences seen in bis public lte, 
Attest bis reliability. His allegiance to Repub- 
lican precepts and, policy is comparable to any 
member of that party. When the Union men of 
Kentucky adopted the policv of neutrality, be 
was among the fret to reject it, ad labored 
to secure ite removal. \;beu the Wickliffe 
movement started in op osition to the Emanci- 
pation Proclamation of Lincoln, Bristow vot 
only opposed these pseudo-Union men who 
cared more for the slave than for the Union, but 
with that as an issue be as elected State Sena- 
tor ig opposition to the Wickiiffe party. When 
the question of enlis‘ing the negro in the army 
was presented, he was desperately in earuest iu 
aivocacy oi it; while Garrett Davis, Prentice, 
and others as bitterly opposed. Ihe issues dur- 
lug aud of the War, accepted by a noble few, 
eliminated from tbe Union party a vast ma- 
jority, who went out from the party for the 
benefit of its true principles. This little band in 
1864 organized the Republican party in Ken- 
tuckv, thouch many of its members bad pre- 
\iously voted for Fremont and Lincoln. In all 
these years and epochs Col. Bristow was a recog- 
nized and valiant leader. When Andrew Johu- 
gon came into the Executive Chair, he found 
Bristow in an office to which be bad been ap- 
pointed by Mr. Lincoln. A systematic effort was 
made by Johnson to capture the Republican 
party in Kentucky, as elsewhere, but signally 
failed. Col. Bristow was not among the cap- 
tives. Such was his manly opposition 
to Jobnsouis.a that thé Republican 
party wade him its candidate m 1868 
for Uoited States Senator. For more than. 
sixteen years he has stood openly and squarelv 
Witu the Republican party, in bis votes, speeches, 
aud acts. Ina minority, wherever be bas been 
—7 bis honesty ana conscientiousness, com- 

ined with unquestioned and marked ability, 
secured for him the respect aud attention of bis 
oO, poneuts. His speeches all brraihe the truest 
devotion to Repubiican privciples and progress. 
They give forth no uocertaia sound, and are 
remaruabie iu their ring ana clearness when we 
consider that the speaker is a Ke tucsian. Ina 
speech before the Rebublicau Sta e Coovention 
in Kentucky, he declared ** To-day it is the 
boast of the Republican party that every man 
born in this country or vaturalized, no matter 
what his condition ip hfe, his race or color, is 
an American oitizen, aud as such is ent: to 
equal rights before the law, and to partwipate 
in the elective franchise. Although 
we have passed through a — ‘strug- 
gle, in which thousands af our brave 
and patriotic citizens have vielded up 
their lives, vet we cannot lose sigbt of tne fact 
that, at the close of the conflict, We immortal 
privciple so happy aunounced in eciara- 
uon of Independence has not only oO. pre- 
served, but has grown into a practical and living 
reality. This is the essential creed of the Re- 
publican party, and we are bere to-day for the 
pur of declarivg our unalterable attachment 
to party.” Io pleading for free schools for 
all: “If 1 am asked hq it is proposed to raise 
the money to rey ay the expenses of such schools, 
I anewer by taxing the property of the State. I 
would tax the rich man's property to educate his 
poor neighbor's child. I would tax the white 
man's property to educate the black man’s child. 
In a word, I would tax all the

These grand utterances were spoken not for po- 
litical effect, but are’ the expressions of strong 
moral convictions. Standing where he did and 
since the War, it demanded a solid kind of moral 
beroism to express them. 


ME (SAN INCORRUPTIBLE OFFICER. 

He has never sought for office. hence knows 
nothing of political jugelery and wire-pu' ling. 
Having never purchased political position, he 
is unpurchasable when elevated to its diguitics 
and duties. His record of war with crooked 
Whisky and Revenue thieves bas been read and 
is known 82 His official moralit 
is of a piece with personal morality, and bot 
stand before the couvtry in unbrokeo purity and 
hovesty. A corrupt heart and opportunity are 
the sole factors io all official corruption. The 
great question above all partisan isenes is this 
one of pure public life,” backed by pure personal 
character. This work of Reform is the one for 
the period, and which requires berowm in par- 
ties todo. And public opinion demands that it 
be done. The yearning of the people for a 
square, honest man at the head of the Govern- 
ment is one of the finest and most en- 
couraging signs of the times.

THE MARY-MERRITT CASE. 
A STATEMENT OF THE FACTS. 
To the Editor of ihe Chicaeo I ribune: 

Mitwavkeg, April 21.—An evening journal of 
this city has recently made ao attack upon Sec- 
retary Bristow in regar to the case of the bark 
Mary Merritt. Ihis attack has made no impres- 
sion upon the mind ef any inteiligent man of 
either party here, where the facts are generally 
understood. Of all these charges and insinua- 
tions, notbing will remain when stripped of the 
sensational twist with which they were made 
and persistently spread before the public. The 
space allotted to this communication will not 
allow arebearsal of the history of the case. 
Those who desire the information, I refer to the 
‘‘ Internal Revenue Record” of Jan. 3. 1874, 
where, on page 3, the case is fully reported, 
together with the 
OPINION OF THE UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT 
affirming the decree of forfeiture of Judge 
Drummond, of the United States Circuit Court 
for this Circuit. As this opinion is adapted to 
explain the finai action of the Secretary of the 
Treasury upon the petition for remission of the 
forfeiture, I quote from it as follows : 

The information alleged that the bark Mary Merritt 
was the property of citizens of the United States; that 
she was a foreign-built vessel; that at the time of her 
seizure she was employed in transporting foreign 
goods, products of the British dominions, to the ports 
of the United States, 

To this the claimant anéwered, fourthly, that at the 
time of such importations neither the Imperial Gov- 
erument or that of the Dominion of Canada had adopt- 
ed any fion similar to that contained in the act 
of March, 1817, The United States excepted te this 
answer, which exception was sustained by the Circuit 
Judge, and it is upon this answer that the question 
before us arises. 

The first section of the act we are considering pro- 
hibits the importation of any goods or wares from any 
foreign port into the United States, except in two 
cases: 1, They may be imported in vese of the 
United States; or, 2d, in such foreign vessels as truly 
and whoiy belong to the citizens or subjects of the 
country of which the goods are the production, or 
from which they are most usually first shipped for 
transportation. 

The fourth article of the @aimant’s answer does nat 
bring him within either of these classes:

There was a great ambiguity as to the mean- 
ing and intent of the Navigation act of 1817. 
The proviso to ite section, quoted io the 
above opinion, was a puzzle to the J as 
well as to the Treasury Depariment its 
agents; and, to solve the same, several suits 
were commented against vessels seized, simi- 
lariy circumstanced as the Mary Merritt.

the seizure of the Merritt,—the schooner 
Victoria was seized by Collector at this port 
for having imported lumber from Canada con- 
trary to the provisions of the act of 1817, above 
referredto. It was alleged and admitted that 
the Victoria was Canadlan-built, and the pro 
erty of American citizens, to-wit: O. K. 
hipson, George McChesney, and James McChes- 
ney (the latter, to make the offense worse, thea 
being a Custom-House officer at Oswego). While 
this case was pending before the District Court 
at Milwaukee, the then Solicitor of the Treasu- 
ry, Jordan, sent a written iostuction to the then 
District-Attorney, which poe A that the 
“owners of the vessei had his office with 
a view of obtaining the release of their vessel ;" 
and that, in the face of said proviso, it was very 
dountful whether a forfeiture could be claimed ; 
and which wiods up with the ivstruction to dis- 
continue pioceedings until further orders, 00 
a motion of the attorvey for the Victoria, the 
Dietrict-Attorney filed tbis remarkable instrac- 
tion with the Court, and the libel was dismissed 
accordingly.

‘Their tition was 
disregarded by Congress, and the Merritt alone 
among them all was seized, libeled, and con- 
demned for violation of the Navigation laws. 
From the decree of foifeiiure against her, an 
appeal was taken to the Supreme Court, and, at 
the same time, a petition for remission was made 
under the act of 1797. Tae Supreme Oourt, at 
its October term in 1873, atürmed the decree of 
forfeiture ; and the petition for remission was 
dismissed by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
March 20, 1874, upon the ground that the pe- 
tition was AMiegal,—vo party im such cases 
being allowed by law to appeal to a higher 
Court, denying the forfeiture, and simulaneously 
petition for emission, admitting the forfeiture. 
A warrant of non-remission was awafded and 
sent to che District-Attorney, with iostractions 
to collect the judgment rendered against William 
— and G. D. Norris, upon whose bond the 
vessel had boen released. During the peudeacy 
of the proceedwgs under the execution, in 
May, 1874, the owners of the versel made an 
application to the Secretary of the Treasury for 
a rehearing, filimg with it ailidavits that their 
attorney, » me Emmons, 
neglected the case, and failed to present 
ites real merits. Upon this application, thus 
strongly forsified, the petition was gala tagen 
up, to be decided upon its merits ;. and it was 

THEN THAT MR. BRISTOW APPEARED 

before Secretary Richardson im behalf of the 
Trice bruthers, of Hopxinavilie, to argue the 
cuse with a view of obtaioing relief for the vee- 
sel. The decision of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, however, as is well knows, was averse 
to the petitioners, sud tue Case was remanded to 
the District-Attorney, May 21, 1874. Thus the 
matter rested in asbinpgton till April, 1875, 
when another petition was filed with the Secre- 
tary of the ireasury, showing abundant cause 
that the remission of forfeiture should be grant- 
ed.

PLODUCED THE CANADIAN REGISTER 
under whic the Mary Merritt bad effected her 
entry at the American Custom-Houses, while 
carrving on the trade for which she was seized, 
libeied, and condemned. Said petitiou also pro- 
duced a copy of the famous instruction of the late 
Soucitor of the Treasury Jordan, expounding 
the act of 1817, and a copy of the record of the 
District Court of Milwaukee in the case of the 
Victoria, to show that, under this instruction of 
the Treasury Department, and under the decis- 
100 of the United Siates Courts, a Britirh-built, 
American-owned vessel had a legal right to 
carry on the foreign trade between Canada and 
the ports of the United States; and that the 
Mary Merritt was decreed forfeited in conge- 
quence of the peglect and inadvertence of ber 
attorney in not alicgiag and proving these facts 
before the Courts. 

Upon these facts and revelations, the petition 
of rewiseioa was again considered, and finally 
granted.

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THE LIQUOR QUESTION. 


How It Is Propounded by Thirty 
Wise Mayors of Illinois, 


With Abeut Three Exceptions They 
Faver the License System. 


Ten Cities Try Prohibition, and Ge Back 
to the Old System, 
_— — 
Eleven Declare Their Intentions Never te 
Try the Maine Law,

Rocxrorgp, iU., April 20.—Apropos to Rook- 
ford’s having plected the Prohibition ticket, at ite 
municipal election this spring, Taz Tamer 
correspondent addressed a letter of inquiry rela- 
tive to the worlangs of Prohibitory enactments 
to the Mayors of the following cities in the State 
of Llivois: Alton, Aurora, Belleville, Bloom- 
ington, Braidwood, Cairo, Centralia, Champaign, 
Danville, Dixon, Decatur, East St. Louis, Kffiug- 
bem, Elgin, Freeport, Galena, Joliet, Kankakee, 
LaSalle, Lincoln, Litchfield, Moline, Monmouth, 
Ottawa, Peoria, Peru, Quincy, Rock Island, 


Springfield, Sterling, Streator, Waukegan, and 


to Janesville, Wis. As Tun Tant circu- 
lates largely in all the above cities 
your Rockford correspondent has prepared a 
summary of the information obtained in this 


} way, which will be read with a great deal of in- 


terest by Probibitionists and advocates of 
license in all the above-mentioned cities. Out 
of the thirty-three Mayors written to twenty- 
seven answered promptly; the remainmg six 
have not yet been heard from. As this article 
is merely intended as a recital of facta, that will 
be of value to those interested in true temper- 
ance reform, all partisan coloring has been avoid- 
ed, and the information obtained is presented to 
the reader, as far as possible, in the language of 
the correspondents themselves. One thing 
throughout this correspondence is very striking, 
and that is the remarkable unanimity of opinion 
in favor of a strict license system and the inva- 
riable disasters that have foilowed the attempt 
to enforce prohibitory measures in IIlinois cities. 
The twenty-seven letters received may be classi- 
fied into six classes. First, those containing no 
Opinion pro or oon; second, those stating that 
p rohibition had been tried and had proved a fail- 
ure ; third, letters from places where prohibition 
bad not been tried. but which cited reasons for not 
attempting it; fourth, letters declaring it had 
been tried with moderate success; fifth, letiers 


statiug no other law bad ever been tried; sixth, 


letters saying it had never been tried, but in 
favor of trying it. 
THE NUMBER OF EACH CLASS. 

Of the first clase I received three, from Joliet, 
Ottawa, and Freeport, all those cities being un- 
der a license system, and no other fact could be 
gieaned from the letters. Of the second class, 
from cities «here prohibition had failed, I re- 
ceived ten,—all those cities now beiog under 3 
license-law,—Dixon, Waukegan, 4 — 
Urbana, Danville, Lincoin, Janesville, Bloom- 
ington, Moline, and Springfield. Of the third 
class eleven came to haod,—Elgin, Decatur, 
Peoria, Quinev, Rock Island, Kansakee, Galen 
Alton, Centralia, Cairo, and East St. Louis. 0 
the fourth class only one,—from the City of 
Sterling. Of the fifth class only one,—from 
Monmouth, and of the sixth class only one. It 
will not be necessary to look at the contents of 
letters of the first class, and, therefore, the 
second clase come first. 

DIXON UNDER PRONTBITION. 

The Hon. James A. Hawiey, Mayor of Dixon, 
wrote : The last attempt to enforce prohibi- 
tion in Dixon was during the year ending alarch 
1, 1872, and since that time the sale of iatoxicat- 
ing liquors bas been under the license system. 
During the year meotioned our prohibition 
ordinance had but little effect, either to check 
or merease drunkenness or the consumption of 
liquor. There was more apparent drupsenness 
partly for the reason that parties who sold 
hauor in violation of the law were always 
anxious to get rid of intoxicated persons. and 
turn them upon the streets as soon as possible 
to avoid detection. The attempts that were 
made to enforce the ordimauce were barren of 
results. 

THE HON. L. 8. DECKASON, OF DANVILLE, SPEAKS. 

The above gentieman said: The Prohibi 
law has been tried in this city. Do not thin 
it a benefit, but 
For the year euding May 1, 1876, we have col- 
lected $15,000 license fees, and am . satisfied 
that there has not one drop more liquor 
sold than in former years when license was 
denied. Think prohibition does not lessen the 
amount of drankeaness, that it is not practi- 
cable and am satisiied u cannot be enforced 
here.” ‘ 

D. IL. WHEELOCK, MAYOR OF MOLINE, 

says: We have tried every plan from no- 
license to a bigh license, and bave come to the 
conclusion that, all interests considered, a fair 
license is the true plan. Inasmuch as saloons 
have always existed here, and, I think, wiil con- 
„ notwithetanding the effort that 
jade to remove them from the city, 
bas been tha’ we have none the 
Hand at a $300 license we get a 
revenug of $9,000 per year, with no more expense 
ie the ity than would arise from no-license. In 
875 our Common Co fixed the 
saloon license at $400. The saloons refus- 

ed to pay more than $300, as 
in the statutes of IUmois. The result 
was an expeusive law-suit, aod the salooo- 
interest came out abead. Since I have been 
here, there have been large sams of money ex- 
pended in the effort to md the city of the evil 
of liquor-selling, but without any good result; 
and | for one have made up my mind to accept 
the situation and use every effort to control the 

evil by legislation. 

WHAT AUBORA’S NEW MAYOR THINKS ABOUT IT. 

The Hon. Thomas E. Hill, the new Mayor of 
Aurora, wrote as follows on Aurora’s experience 
with prohibition: ‘ Prohibition has been tried 
here, but never with success. During the time 
it was ostensibly im force, drunkenness more 
generally prevailed than at any other time. Pro- 
hibition would be very excellent if it actually 
prohibited, but in this town, with our popula- 
tion, the attempt to entirely suppress the sale of 
intoxi drink is found to result in the loss 
of about $9,000 license fees, together with the 
infliction of a heavy tax upon our people for 
litigation, while as much liquor is drank as 
ever.” 

BAD STATE OF AFFAIRS IN WAUKEGAN. 

The Mavor of Waukegan, the Hun. W. B. 

Werden. answered my questions in the follow-

LETTERS OF THE THIRD CLASS BRIEFLY MEN- 
TIONED. 

The Hon. Henry Winter, Mayor ef Cairo, 
says: A probibitory law would have no effect 
in Cairo.”

A contract was made on Thursday last to take 40,000 
bu wheat from C.uicago to Liverpool at the specie rate of 
Ae per 100 Ibs, or 8s 3d per quarter, This is proba- 
bly the lowest through rate ever made; the next figure 
being 42, which was accepted last summer, A con- 
tract was also made to carry wheat by rail from Chi- 
cago to New York at De per 100 Ihe, or 180 per bu. 
This is within lc of the lowest cost of transporting it 
by water, But there were rumors yesterday to the ef- 
fect that ue per 100 Ibe had been offered and accept- 
ed, If this rumor be correct, the water rates are beaten 
already, and we have in this fact a sufficient cause for 
the dullness in lake freigh‘s, which is so unusual at 
this season of the year, Only 1350 per bu (in curren- 
cy) to carry wheat to New York is certainly a low 
rate; it is even jess than the Erie Canal charges before 
the reduction of tolls on that highway. 

We note that Beerbohm'’s telegram of yesterday 
chronicles as “‘a new feature the fact that one or two 
cargoes off the English coast bad been taken for the 
Continent. It struck a good many people on the floor 
that that new feature had occurred often enougu to be 
entitled to rank as an old one. The people here do not 
undersiand how there can be much novelty in the pur- 
chase of a cargo of wheat for the Oontinent from 
among the numerous cargoes sent to Cork for orders, 
to say nothing of other ports of call. 

It is hinted that so much dissatisfaction has been 
expressed at the stock-taking of provisions that k is 
in contemplation to move to abolish the thing alto- 
gether. We do not see any sense in that. The Pack- 
ers’ Association would not invite confidence by sus- 
pending the publication of the stocks on hand; but the 
Association would perform a real service to the trade if 
it should take measures to place the blame where it be- 
longs, and thus make the bolders feel that they cannot 
afford to be guilty of misrepresentation. That would 
be easy enough. 

The leading produce markets were less active yes- 
terday, and generally easier, nearly all the cereals and 
provisions being on the downward turn. The chief 
cause was finer weather, which produced s weaker 
tome at other points, under the better prospects for 
seeding and harvesting. The movement of produce 
was irregular, and the attempt to trace it was not fol- 
lowed by any very satisfactory result, as few people 
were willing to tell whatthey knew, if, indeed, they 
knew anything at all. 

Jobbers of dry goods were busy, both the city and 
outside demands being liberal. The changes in values 
were confined toa reduction of a e in Garner's 
prints. Groceries were reasonably active, and, with 
the single exception of coffees, the feeling was firm. 
In the dried-fruit market there was activity and firm- 
ness. Fish met with a good inquiry at fully sustained 
prices, Butter continues dull, with prices weak and 
declining. Cheese was quiet and nominally steady. 
There was a limited movement in tobacco, leather, 
bagging, coal, and wood, at unchanged figures, The 
oii market was quiet at easier prices for lard and 
turpentine. 

Lumber was in moderate demand and easy, Shingles 
were dull,and weak under heavy offerings, the re- 
ceipts by lake having been liberal of late, while the de- 
mand at the yards is light, hence dealers do not care 
to add to their stocks, The wool market was dull and 
weak, Small orders are coming forward, but the 
nearness of the new season makes holders anxieus to 
dispose of their old wool, and prices are consequently 
irregular, though the stock on sale is small, Salt was 
steady at $1.40 for fine, and stocks are small, but be- 
lieved to be sufficient to carry the trade until the 
opening of the Straits, which cannot be delayed many 
days longer. Seeds were quiet yesterday, but gener- 
ally firmly held, and Hungarian was stronger. Green 
fruite were firm. ‘The scarcity of poultry continues, 
and good stock brings full recent prices. Eggs were 
easier.
